THE ELECTION OF 1 S92 . 


The New York Press, whose editor hopes 
to be Superintendent of the Census, discusses 
at considerable length the question of appor­ 
tionment under the coming census. 
It ad 
mits the possibility of passing an apportion 
mentbill by the present Congress at its clos 
ing session, 1890-91. 
It also admits that the 
fifty-third Congress, to lie elected in 1899 or 
at the next Presidential election, can be 
chosen under that apportionment. 
But it is 
in doubt whether the election for President 
can proceed upon the same apportionment. 
We quote: 


The ap p ortionm ent, according to the eleventh cen­ 
sus, even if agreed ui*<*n at the last st-ssion of the 
Fifty -first Congress, could not tie made to ap p ly to a 
Congress already * lected (the Fifty -second Con­ 
gress), and, therefore, it would go into force with 
the Fifty -third Congress, which will be elected No­ 
vember, 1892, a t the sam e tim e es the Presidential 
ticket. The question m ay be reduced to this: Will 
the electoral vote be based on the actual Congres­ 
sional rep resentation of the Fifty -second Congress, 
which will ex ist until M arch -I. 1893, or can it be 
based up on the rep resentation as ap p ortioned tor 
the Fifty -third Congress * In the absence of unques­ 
tioned legal authority on the subject the 
I'ress is in­ 
clined to think i bat the electoral vote m ust be based 
on the ex isting rep resentation, and not on the rep re­ 
sentation to be voted for November. 1892. 
This is a singular question to raise, and if 
the Piess is right it may seriously affect the 
result. 
Thus Kansas will be less less helpful 
to the Republican party if 
permitted to 
choose only uine electors (her present num­ 
ber) than the twelve or thirteen to which her 
increase of population will entitle her. 
The 
four new states recently admitted are quali­ 
fied to cast thirteen electoral votes, but the 
next census will probably raise the number 
to sixteen. 
That the denial to our rapidly 
growing states of their full rights in the Elec­ 
toral Colleges on a mere technicality would 
be unjust the Press will undoubtedly admit. 
The constitutional direction on the subject 
is brief, but seems to us explicit. 
Here is 
the section relating to the choosing of elec­ 
tors: 


Each state shall ap p oint, in such m anner as the 
Legislature thereof m ay direct, a num ber of elec­ 
tors equal to the whole num ber of Senators and 
Rep resentatives to which the state may be entitled 
in the Congress. 
The state will at the same election elect 
the number of Representatives " to which it 
is entitled in the Congress,” under the new 
apportionment, and not under the old. 
Is it 
not equally entitled to a representation in 
proportion to its population in the electoral 
college? It is only necessary to cite a few pre­ 
cedents, and there are plenty of them iu the 
history of the state of New York. 
The second apportionment 
was 
made 
April 14, 1792, and it. increased the represen­ 
tation of New York in the lower house of 
Congress from six to ten. 
The election of 
George Washington to a second term took 
place in the fall of the same year, and New 
York 
chose 12 electors who cast 
their 
votes 
for 
him. 
Again, 
an 
ap 
portionment 
bill 
was 
passed 
De­ 
cember 21, 
1811, 
which 
raised the rep' 
resentation of New York in the lower house 
from 17 to 27. 
The second election of Jam es 
Madison took place in the fall of 1812, and at 
that election New York chose 29 electors, 
whose votes were cast for DeWitt Clinton for 
President. 
Another apportionment bill was 
passed May 22, 1832, which increased New 
York's representation in the lower house from 
34 to 40. 
Andrew J ackson 
was elected 
President in the fall of the same year, and 
New York cast 42 electoral votes for him. 
The apportionment of February 
2, 1872, 
raised New York’s representation in the 
lower 
house 
from 
31 
to 
33, 
and 
in 
the 
fall 
of 
the 
same 
year New 
York chose 3."» electors who cast their votes 
for Gen. Grant. 
The only “ failure to con­ 
nect” in these twenty year periods was in 
1852, when the apportionment bill was not 
passed until J uly 30th of that year. 
But ac­ 
cording to these precedents it appears that 
the election of electors can take place upon 
the new apportionment, whether the bill is 
passed by the Congress in existence when the 
census is taken or the one succeeding it. 
They should serve to remove all doubt from 
the mind of the Press upon the subject. 


BE TTE R DA YS FO R PENSIONERS. 


A belter temper is manifest already towards 
veterans who are seeking pensions. 
J ohn P. 
Davis of Ohio, who was denied a dependent 
father’s pension by the Democratic pension 
office, received a decision in bis favor yester 
day from Assistant Secretary Bussey. 
In 


1 8 63 Davis’s son, while serving as a hospital 
nurse, took a swallow of tincture of aconite 
by mistake for brandy, a bottle of which was 
on the same table. 
He died years afterwards 
from disease of the luug s and all the vital or­ 
gans, caused by the poison. 
The Democratic 
decision in this case was that the injury was 
not 
received 
in 
the 
line 
of 
duty, 
but

soldier’s indiscretiou. 
Soldiers may infer 
from the new decision that “ indiscretion ” is 
not going to bar them out. 
Nothing could 
be more unfair than to permit it to do so, for 
indiscretion, or rashness, was a very common 
failing among the rank and file. 
They were 
often guilty of it in the presence of the en­ 
emy, and hence were much more likely to 
g et hurt than if they had acted on the rule 
that “ discretion is the better part of valor.” 
The private who answered a lecture from his

on 
his 
indiscretions 
with 
the remark that 
“ 3’ou 
shouldn’t 
expect 
to get all the cardinal 
virtues for $12 
m onth,” stated a great principle. 
The boys 
fought for low wages because the govern 
meat, with the risk of defeat before it, could 
not at the time afford to pay more. 
The 
government won a victory which brought to 
light its immense resources and made it the 
richest nation on the globe. 
The men who 
invented their lives in the enterprise are g o­ 
ing to get their dividends now. 


A LIE ON IT S TRA VELS. 


H uston is the C hairm an of the Indiana Iiep ubli- 
cad State Com m ittee to whom Dudley wrote his 
"floater" and "‘blocks o f five'’ letter. The p romo­ 
tion of Judge Woods of th e U. S. Court, who first 
instructed tne grand jury th a t Dudley ’s offense wae 
Indictable, and then ruled th a t it was not, would be 
“ p eculiarly ap p ro p riate” sA%".—Ro chester Unio n. 


The above is a needless lie, and every in-* 
telligent Democratic newspaper in the coun­ 
try knows it to be such.

TUS ELECTION OF 1S92. 


T he New York Press, whose editor hopes 
to be Superintendent of the Census, discusses 
at considerable length the question of appor­ 
tionment under the coming census. It ad­ 
mits the possibility of passing an apportion­ 
ment bill by the present Congress at its clos 
ing session, 1890-91. It also admits that the 
fifty-third Congress, to be elected in 1892 or 
at the next Presidential election, can be 
chosen under that apportionment. But it is 
in doubt whether the election for President 
can proceed upou the same apportionment. 
We quote: 
The apportionment, according to the eleventh em ­ 
us, even if agreed upon at the last session of the 
Fifty-first Congress, could not be made to apply to a 
Congress already i lected (the Fiftv-second Con­ 
gress i. and, therefore, it would go into force with 
the f ifty-third Congress, which will be elected No­ 
vember. 1892, at the same time as the Presidential 
ticket. The question may be reduced tc. this: Will 
the elecloral vote be based on the actual Congres- 
sionul representation of the Fifty-second Congress, 
which will exist until March 4. 1893, or can it be 
based upon the representation as apportioned tor 
the Fiftv-third Congress '• In the absence of unques­ 
tioned legal authority on the subject the Cress is in­ 
clined to think that the electoral vote must be based 
on the existing representation, and not on the repre­ 
sentation to be voted for November.

000 cords of hard wood every year, while the 
numerous wood-pulp mills of the region ab­ 
sorb an enormous supply of soft wood.

The New York 
whose editor hopes 
to be Superintendent of the Census, disrusxea 
at considerable length the question of apj*or 
tionment under the coming census.

rails the possibility of passing an apportion­ 
ment bill by the present Congress at its d o s­ 
ing session, 1890-01. 
It also admits that the 
fifty third Congress, to lie elected in 1*92 or 
at the next Presidential election, can be 
chosen under that apportionment. 
But it is 
in doubt whether the election for President 
ran proceed upou the same apportionment. 


W e quote: 


The apportionm ent, according lo theeleventhct a- 
stia. CTCH if agreed upon at the last s,«aksi of the 
Fifty first C'ongreas, could not he made to apply to a 
CYmgress a In tidy > looted (the Flflv-arttoud tVm 
gresM. and, therefore, it would go into force with 
the H fty third Congress, which will be elected No­ 
vem ber, ISIrJ, a t the aa mc tin e cs the Presidential 
ticket. The question m a r be reduced to this: VV ill 
the electoral vote be tva-ssl on tile actual Congres­ 
sional rerreaentation a f the Fiftr-aecond Congress. 
which will exist until March 4. IMW, or can It be 
hosed upon the representation aa apportioned f u r 
the Fifty-third Congress ' In t i e absence of unques­ 
tioned legal authority on ti e subject tie- Pre*f is In- 
cliued to think I hat the electoral vote must Is- based 
on the existing representation, ami not on the r- pre 
dentation to he voted for November. DV.’ 
This is a singular question to raise, and lf 
the Pie** is right it may seriously affect the 
result. 
Thus Kansas will be less less helpful 
to the Kepubtkwn party if 
permitted to 
choose* only lin e electors (ber present num­ 
ber) than the twelve or thirteen to which her 
increase of population will entitle lier 
The 
four new states reeently admitted are quali 
fled to cast thirteen electoral votes, bul the 
next census will j robahly raise* the number 
to sixteen. 
That the denial to our rapidly 
growing states of their full rights in the Elec­ 
toral Colleges on a mere technicality would 
be unjust the Prtet will undoubtedly admit. 
The constitutional direction on the subject 
is brief, but seems to us explicit. 
Here* is 
the section relating to the choosing of clef - 
ton: 


Each state shall appoint, in such m anner as the 
Legislature thereof m ay direct, a number of r b c 
tors equal to the whole- num ber of Senators mid 
Reprew u ta tu cs to which Die state may lie entitled 
lo the Congress 
The stale will at the same election elect 
the number of Hepreaeutalivea " to which it 
Is entitled in the Conure*-*,” under the new 
apportionment, ami not under the old. 
Is it 
not equally entitled to a representation iii 
proportion to its population in the electoral 
college? it i» only necessary tocitea few pre­ 
cedents, and there are plenty of them iu the 
history of the state of New York. 
The second apportionment 
was 
made 
Ap ril 14. 1792, and it increased the ri presen­ 
tation of New York In the lower house of 
Congress from six to ten. 
The* election of 
George Washington to a second term took 
place In the fall of the* same year, and New 
York 
chow 12 electors who east 
their 
votes 
for 
him. 
Again,

1811, 
which 
raised the rip 
m entation of New York in the lower hou-e 
from 17 to 27. 
Tile st cond rii cti— of Ja m e s 
Madison took place in the fall of 1813, and at 
that election New York rheme *J9 electors, 
whose votes were east for D ew itt Clinton for 
President. 
Auidhcr apportionment hill was 
plated May 22, IHS. which loci— cd New 
York's representation in the lower house from 
84 to 40. 
Audrew Jackson 
was elected 
President in the fall of the same year, and 
New York cast 42 electoral v des for him. 
The apportionment of Pet unary J, 
1s 7*.» 
raised New 
York's representation in the 
lower 
house 
from 
31 
to 
33, 
and 
in 
the 
fall 
of

New 
York cho** Ho electors who east their votes 
for Gen. Grant. 
The only "failure to con 
Beet "in these twenty year periods was in 
1H,j2, when the apl tort ion mcnt bill was not 
passed until July 30th of that year. 
But ac­ 
cording lo these precedents it apj'ean that 
the election of electors can take place uj»on 
the new ap|M>rtionment. whether the hill is 
passed by Hie Congress in existence when the 
census is taken or the one succeeding it. 
They should serve to remove all doubt from 
the mind of tile Per** upou the subject.
